1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' AMENDMEND filed on 08/02/2006. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. Claims 24-33 are allowed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 24-33 are allowed in light of 
the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a computer system comprising an apparatus 
for providing high speed pattern searching, data manipulation and frame parsing. T 
The closest prior arts, Patent No.: US 6,404,752 B1 issued to Allen, Jr. et al. 
(hereinafter Allen) teaches protocol processors or network processors and control point 
processors for performing data frame processing and pattern searching based on data 
frame. Allen fails to teach "a plurality f memory devices coupled to the embedded 
processor complex, wherein the plurality of memory devices store a plurality of data 
structures that represent at least one search tree, wherein the data structures include a 
table comprising a plurality of entries, wherein at least one entry stores a leaf, and 
wherein the at least one leaf comprises a pattern corresponding to a search key 
containing an address." 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 24-33 them allowable.
